The question of tevying value ad- 
ded tax on agricultural produce will 
apparently have to be discussed 
again by the cabinet. This follows 
sharp exchanges between Treasury 
und Agriculture Ministry represen- 
tatives in the Ministerial Economic 
Committee. 

The Treasury believes that the 
imposition of VAT on the: farmers 
will make them pay fair taxes and 
bring in [55.5 billion to the govern- 
ment. The Agriculture Ministry is 
certain that it will be almost impos- 
sible to collect the tax and est?mates 
that the actual income for the 
government will be less than a third 
of Treasury estimate. 

Additional problems concern that 
West Bank farmers and the effect of 
this VAT on the consumer price in- 
dex. 

Amiel Uliel secretary of the 
Vegetable Growers Organization 
told The Jerusalem Post, that impos- 
ing VAT would increase unrest in 
the economy. He said that the 
whole farming community in Israel 
is opposed to this tax. He disclosed 
that the farmers and marketing 
organizations met some time ago 
und prepared a plan of action in 
cause such a law is enforced.

TEL AVIV. — Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yeroham Meshel said 
yesterday that child allowances 
must he raised and legislation set- 
ling ἃ minimum wage passed in 
order to combat poverty in Israel. 

In a statement following the 
publication by the National In- 
surance Institute of data showing 
that half a million Israclis lived 
“below the poverty line. Meshel 
said the minimum wage should be 
half the average wage in the 
economy. 

(The NII report defines the poor 
as those whose income is no more 
than [$14,000 for an individual and 
{$44,800 for a family of four. The 
average wage is currently estimated 
at 1$70,000.) 

Meshei also said that people 
exrning fess than 1530.000 a month 
should he placed in a special 15 per 
cent income tax bracket. At present 
the lowest tax bracket is 25 per cent. 

Meshel noted that child al- 
lowances were 5 per cent of the 
average wage in 1975 but only 2.7 
per cent last year. This drop must be 
corrected, he said. 

In a series of proposals to be 
presented to the Histadrut Central 
Committee tomorrow, Meshel de- 
munds monthly updating of 
National Insurance allowances, 
minimum pay levels, income tax 
brackets and tax credit points. 

in the Knesset, yesterday, Social 
Affairs Committee chairman 
Menahem Porush criticized the 
National Insurance Institute sharply 
for not saying a word to his commit- 
tee about the data. 

Porush said: “Officials of the In- 
Stitute uppear in my committee 
almost daily.

against arms sales 
to Saudi Arabia 


BONN (Reuter). — The Israeli am- 
hassador to Bonn yesterday issued a 
stern warning to West Germany not 
to sell arms to Saudi Arabia. 

In an interview with Reuters a 
week before Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl starts an official visit to [srael, 
Ambassador ‘Yitzhak Ben-Ari said 
such sales could produce unfore- 
seen problems for Bonn. ᾿ 

During a Mideast tour last sum- 
mer, Kohl told Saudi leaders he 
would not allow the sale of high- 
powered Leopard-2 battle tanks — 
the deal most feared by the Israelis. 

But he said he was ready to offer 
more defensive weapons, such as 
the Gepard anti-aircraft tank. 

Ben-Ari said Israel would not be 
bought off by economic compensa- 
tion for West German arms sales to 
Saudi Arabia. 

He expressed doubt that the 
Saudis wanted the weapons for 
defensive purposes and said past 
West German arms deliveries had 
turned up all over the Middle East, 
including a whole series of small 
calibre weapons in Lebanon. 

However, Ben-Ari said that in no 
way did Israel want to obstruct good 
West German relations with the 
Arab countries.

Haifa man tries to block son’s extradition 


A Haifa citizen and his son who 
lives in the U.S. have applied to the 
High Court of Justice, asking it to 
order the police not to ask for the 
son’s extradition to Israel. They also 
want the police to explain why they 
are asking for the extradition in 
connection with a murder commit- 
ted in Israel. A panel of three judges 
is to hear the application. 

Dr. Hanan Brin said that his son 
Yaron, 33, left for the U.S. in 
December 1981, He has settled in 
New York and is living with a local 
girl, The couple have a daughter 
and intend to marry. 

Yaron Brin is sought in connec- 
tion with a murder carried out in 
December 1981. Brin said his son 
told him he had no involvement 
with any murder and has not been 
involved with any criminal activity. 
The, ;son, suggested; that, a. former 
parter. with whom he had fallen 


out, might have given false 
testimony to the police as an uct of 
revenge. 

When Brin senior applied to the 
police und the Justice Ministry 
whout the matter, fe was told that 
there was no request for extradition. 
But the son’s American attorney 
said that the New York police said 
there had been an extradition re- 
quest. conveyed through the Israel 
Embussy in Washington.

Soviet rocket could take men 
to Mars, British TV reports 


LONDON (Reuter). — The U.S. 
space shuttle hus photographed a 
top-secret Soviet rocket capuble of 
carrying men to Mars, British 
Television reported. 

Independent Television News 
{ITN) suid Monday night that the 
XN-metre tall rocket was the mast 
powerful ever built, It was seen ona 
launch pad at Tyuratam in 
Kazakhstan. 

ITN said Commander John 
Young photographed the Soviet 
rocket during the 59th orbit of the 
space shuttle’s last mission in 
December. 

According to ITN: “When the 
picture was enhanced by a com- 
puter they found they had the first 


shot of the most powerful rocket 
that’s ever been built.” 

The rocket had previously been 
hidden even from spy satellites by 
camouflaged netting, the report 
suid. adding that this netting had 
now been removed. j 

The report said the rockel, called 
the G Vehicle, was not quite as tall 
as the Saturn 5 rocket which took 
the Americans to the moon. But it 
Wits More powerful and could {lift a 
payload of 180 tons into a low earth 
orbit. 

“NAS \ thinks it would be used to 
Jaunch ἃ 2-man space station, but 
it's also powerful enough for a man- 
ned mission to Mars,” the British 
report said.

Rotterdam prosecutor Rudolf 
Gierding told the court in October 
that Libya was the point of origin 
for the explosives and that they 
were ment for distribution to the 
unnamed terrorist groups. ? 

In luter testimony, during 
Junuarv, ἃ witness identified as an 
officer of the U.S. armed forces, 
testified for the defence that he had 


arranged for Steiniger to store the 
explosives, 

At the time the deal was made, 
the officer suid, he was working for 
Edwin Wilson, an ex-ClA agent 
who was later convicted in the U.S. 
for attempted murder and smuggl- 
ing firearms and explosives to

U.S. court rules 
video recording 
at home is legal 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled yester- 
day that home video taping of Hol- 
lywood films and other copyrighted 
‘television programmes is legal. 

The 5-4 decision. in one of the 
most controversial cases to come 
before the court in recent years, was. 
ἃ victory for the §3 billion a year 
hame video industry, one of the 
fastest-growing electronic busines- 
ses in the U.S. 

In its opinion, the Supreme Court 
said that home video recorders were 
heing used by the general public 
primarily for home entertainment 
und not for commercial use. 
Therefore, this did not constitute a 
violation of U.S. copyright laws. 

The decision came in a suit filed 
by Universal City Studios Inc. and 
Walt Disney Productions against 
Sony Corporation of America and 
other video equipment manufac- 
turers, 


Paul MeCartney’s wife 
held on drugs charge 


LONDON. (AP) — Paul Mc- 
Curtney’s American wife, Linda, 
was arrested ut London's Heathrow 
Airport yesterday and charged with 
fassessing marijuana two days after 
the couple were convicted of pos- 
sessing the drug in Barbados, 
Scotland Yard said. 

She was urrested after the couple 
landed with their three children, 
police suid. At the airport, Mc- 
Cartney. 41, told reporters he 
thought marijuana should be 
legalized. 

Both McCartney and his wife 
were ‘fined $100 at Holetown 
Magistrates Court in Barbados on 
Monday for possessing marijuana at 
their vucation home on the Carib- 
heun island.

Linda was scheduled to appear 
before Uxbridge Magistrates Court 
in west Landon on the new charge 
on January 24. 


New chewing gum 
WASHINGTON (AP). — A chew- 
ing gum laced with nicotine will 
svon be sold with the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration's approval as a 
prescription aid to smokers who 
want to quit the cigarette habit, an 
agency official said yesterday. 

Dr. Edward Tocus, chief of the 
FDA‘s drug abuse staff, confirmed 
that the agency had approved an ap- 
plication hy Merrill, Dow Phar- 
maceulicals Inc. of Cincinnati to 
sell the gum that will be marketed as 
“nicorette.” : 

Tucus, however, cautioned that 
the gum “isn't a panacea for stopp- 
ing smoking... We've got dats that 
show it cun work for some people."

In defence of higher bank charges

TEL AVIV, -~ The banks have 
decided ἴθ Taise their commissions 
to realistic fevels. The country is in 
an uproar, The increases are termed 
eulragenus, The Examiner of Banks 
suddenly seems to discover that the 
hanks ure oMerating ἃ curtel. 

Some irate customers charge that 
the banks plan to recoup the sub- 
stintial losses they suffered last 
year, by rising their commissions 
me | 

Other observers discovered all of 
ἃ sudden that the Postal Bank offers 
certain banking services free of 
charge. They advise the public to 
sWitch over to the Postal Bank. 

What is really the mater? 

The public should realize that the 
commissions the banks charged for 
their services were very low — 
sometimes ridiculously so. ᾿ 

To tike one example. The 
minimum commission for the 
Purchase or sule of securities was 
ISSQ at the beginning of last year. 
Last June it was raised to 1575. then 
IS190 and now it is 18140. tn all — 


ubout one dollar. A New York or 
London broker would aot dream of 
Picking up his telephone if the 
minimum reward he could expect 
wis only one dollar. The same ap- 
plics w hanks and brokers on the 
European continent. 

Why did the hanks charge such 
low commissions for many of their 
Services! The answer is obvious — 
competition. Law commission rates 
were aq important means af ate 
tracling customers. 

The bunks were never vers cost- 
conscinus and rather weak on cost- 
accounting. It is far from simple to 
determine what a certain service 
costs. On top of this much depends 
on the umount of 2 transaction, The 
bunk which is able to attract more. 
and especially, bigger customers 
van offer its services αἱ lower rates. 

Although the banks in the past 


. have reached understanding about 


the commissions they would charge. 
in practice quite a few rebates were 
granted, So long as the banks made 
substantial profits on all kinds of 
transactions, the fact that some ser- 
vices — not all — were often of- 


fered ata loss escaped the attention 
of the public. 

But now times have changed. 
Fees for services must at least cover 
the real costs. That increases have 
to he substantial should be clear for 
three reasons. First, service charges 
are tea low at present, Second. in- 
flation is proceeding undiminished. 


. Third, and perhaps most important. 
“the turnover of the banks is shrink- 


ing. Δ lower tumover makes ser- 
vices automatically more eapensive. 

Sume savings can be effected by 
curtailing staff and making 
economies. Some branches can be 
closed, hut the immediate effect of 
these steps on ἃ bank's overall ex- 
penses should not be overestimated. 

it is important that banks should 
pay their way. Fees for services 
rendered should be as much as pos- 
sible in line with real costs, Nobody 
is interested in a banking system 
that operates at a loss. The banks 
have in general accumulated suf- 
ficient reserves to survive one or 
two bad years, But in the long run 
they should operate at a profit. This 
is in the interest of all. 


Soviet trade with Gulf states growing Shipyard chairman 


KUWAIT (AP). — Saudi Arabia’s 
trade with the Soviet ‘Union 
registered a seven-fold increase 


over the past eight years, a senior . 


Soviet official was quoted this week 
as telling a Kuwaiti newspaper. 

Robert Klekoviski. identified by. 
the newspaper 4/-4nbaa as head of 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry's Mid- 
dle East department, was quoted as 
advocating a “marriage of Soviet 
technology and Arab financing” 
with a view to achieving common 
benefits for both sides. 

He complained that Soviet trade 
relations with the Gulf countries 
“are limited to Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and the United Arab 
emirates." 

Kuwait is the only conservative 
Gulf state to have full diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Union and 
the socialist bloc countries. The 
United Arab Emirates has no 
diplomatic ties with Moscow, and 
Saudi Arabia officially rejects Com- 
munism as akin to atheism and 
refuses to have diplomatic ties with 
the Russians. : 

But, despite the absence of 


diplomatic ties, the volume of 
‘Soviet exports to Saudi Arabia rose 
from 5.6 million rubles (Sm.) in 1975 
to 25.5 m. rubles ($20.1 m.) in 1981, 
according to Klekovski. 

Soviet imports to Saudi Arabia in- 
clude machinery, trucks, timber, ce- 
ment, textiles, foodstuffs and oil 
drilling equipment, he said. 

Klekovski told A/-Anbaa that 
“wade ties with Kuwait are far 
below the level we desire, mainly 
because no trade agreement exits 
between the two countries and also 
because Soviet trade establishments 
are not represented in Saudi 
Arabia.” 

He praised Kuwait for having 
“good relations” with the Soviet 
Union, but he gave no figures on the 
volume of Soviet exports to this 
country. 

Soviet embassy sources said that 
Kuwait's non-military imports from 
Russia in [983 stood at $7m. 
Kuwaiti sources said that the 1965 
Kuwaiti-Soviet agreement for 
technical and cultural cooperation 
has “largely been unimplemented.” 
They gave no reasons for this. 


A. Blass resigns

HAIFA, — The board chairman of 
the Israel Shipyards. Avraham 
Blass, has resigned because he has 
been “unable ta obtain government 
support ty solve the yard's grave 
problems." 

Blass said the lack of work was 
the main problem of the 
goverament-owned yard. 

The yard's shipbuilding depart- 
ment has heen idle for several years 
and many of the yard’s 880 workers 
have hud little to do for some time. 
The vard's repair department has 
obtained some orders. but it, too, is 
nat fully occupied. 

Negotiations with the Agrexco 
and Zim companies for the con- 
struction of two 9,000-ton 
refrigerated ships are bogged down. 
The ships ure to cost $50 million. 
but a $10m. government subsidy is 


required to make the deal feasible. | 


Meanwhile the yard is paying its 
workers some $3m. ἢ year to caver 
the cost of their concealed un- 
employment. 


France cuts trade and payments deficit by half 


PARIS (AP). — France cut its 
foreign trade deficit by about half in 
1983. well uhead of expectations, 
with its overall balance of payments 
shortfall also reduced by a similar 
umount, the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade reported yesterday. 

The trade figures measure im- 
ports und exports of material goods, 


while the larger balance of pay- 
ments figures include “invisibles” 
— services such as insurance, bank- 
ing und shipping. Pe 
‘Reduction of the deficits has 
been ἃ priority task of Finance 
Minister Jacques Delors and the 
results in the foreign trade sector 
ace much better than expected.

Argentina and Israel. have world’s 
highest rise in cost-of-living index 


An international comparison of 
the evolution in cost-of-living in- 
dexes shows that, during the last 12 
years, Switzerland and West Ger- 
many recorded the lowest increases. 

If the year 1970 (index = 100) is 
taken us reference, the mean annual 
index for 1982 worked out at 182.8 
points for Switzerland and [83.3 
points for West Germany. 

These two countries are followed 
by Austria, with an annual mean of 
207,1} points for 1962, then the 
Netherlands (229.4), Belgium 
(238, 1) and the U.S. (248.2). 

The unenviable absolute records 
are held by Israel (15,457 points) 


and — light years away — by 
Argentina (315,807 points on the

THE LATEST foreign currency restrictions — preceded by 
thase of November — are not among the greatest hardships 
recently imposed by the government. 

People below the poverty line will certainly not feel the 
pinch, und neither will most of those who can afford to traval 
abroud. Businessmen going abroad regularly are, in many in- 
Stunces, permitted by law to keep unrestricted foreign bank 
accounts: and of those who take a cheap vacation in Rhodes, 
Naples or Majorca instead of an expensive one in Eilat or 
Tiberias, the overwhelming majority has never been able to af- 
ford the full sum of $3,000 ane could legally acquire unti! now. 

Similarly, no great disuster has befallen Israeli savers by no 
longer being able τὸ buy more than $2,000 a year per person to 
keep, interest-free. in a private safe or under the mattress. 
And there is not much cause to bemoan the fate of those who 
can no longer legally buy foreign securities. 

Just us these restrictions will make few people suffer any 
hardship. so will they contribute next to nothing to alleviating, 
let alone solving, any of the economy's problems. The amount 
of foreign currency that will be denied to individual savers and 
travellers will be paltry. The country’s foreign currency 
reserves ure not going to be boosted perceptively, and it is 
doubtful whether our credit standing with the international 
banking community will be significantly improved as a result 
of these measures. 

Restrictive measures so immaterial in financial magnitude, 
so irrelevant to the economy's real problems, and so unenfor- 
ceable in practice are bound to be regarded as nothing but the 
result of panic. In punic, action is taken for its own sake, not in 
any rational expectation of matching purpose and results. 

On purely “technical” grounds the Treasury cannot be 
faulted for the latest currency restrictions as such. Wealthier 
countries, such as Sweden or France, have done the same. 
The point, is rather that the whole exercise is pointless. 
Restrictions that cannot be enforced ure worse than none: 
they penalize the honest, and make a mockery of the law. Six 
years ago, the first Likud government, in the euphoric period 
when foreign policy was the domain of Herut and economic 
policy that of the Liberals, the currency control administra- 
tion was dismantled. 

That control had never been watertight, and it turned more 
and more leaky as Israel's foreign trade became a larger part 
of its total economic activities. By now, however, nothing is 
left of even the control mechanisms that once existed, and to 
rebuild them — if anyone were seriously to attempt to do so — 
would be a lengthy, if not impossible task. 

Things would not have been half so bad if Mr. Cohen- 
Orgad. as a new finance minister, with the professional 
quatifications and practical experience of a planner, had taken 
two-three weeks more to do nothing but think, and come up 
with a comprehensive economic programme. Instead, he 
rushed into action. As a result, he displays all the signs of 
panic and induces it among the public at home and, worse 
still, probably also among our leaders abroad. 


JN ORDER to get a true understanding of the problems posed 
by poverty in Israel, it is necessary to distinguish between the 


National Insurance Institute's annual report for 1982 and the © 


Institute's public relations campaign that accompanied it on 
Monday. The report reveals the causes that have pushed 4 
growing number of working families below the poverty line, 
while the campaign reveals Tami’s hunger for sensationalist 
headlines to promote its coalition demands. 

The “sudden” discovery of 500,000 poor people in Israel 
was ἃ concoction of the NI! spokesman's office to create the 
misleading impression of an important new development. It 
was useful for dramatizing Tami’s demands to compensate 
low-paid wage-earners and to raise NII benefits for the poor, 
but it was an irresponsible exercise in statistical manipulation. 

The figure of 500.000, which is not even mentioned in the 
report, includes about 200.000 working families whose income 
is below the poverty line, and 300.000 widows, aged and dis- 
abled who have only their ΝΗ benefits to live on. 

In truth the figure of 500,000 people below the poverty line 
has been fairly constant for the pust three years, and is familiar 
to welfare experts. What the report, prepared by the research 
division of the NII, has done is to lift the veil on a predatory 
tax policy that has been pushing a significant_number of 
working families below the poverty line since 1977. This dis- 
covery was due to the more sophisticated analytical techni- 
ques adopted by the department. nd 

The report shows that the failure to adjust income tax 
brackets fast enough to keep up with inflation, since 1977, has 
taken a steadily bigger tax bite out of the families that can 
least afford it. It also shows that what the government was 
giving low-income families through child allowances, it was 
taking back again through higher income tax payments. 

The most recent set of figures provided is for 1982, when 
Yoram Aridor’s “proper economics” was still riding high and 
subsidies for basic commodities were keeping low-income 
families afloat. Η takes no great feat of the imagination to 
realize what situation these families are in now, after subsidies 
have been cut. drastically since October. , 

The NII report has done a service in focusing attention on 
the plight of families who work for a living but do not have 
enough to live on. Action is required to rectify this unfair tax 
policy, which creates misery for families and a moral blot on 
sociely. But this is not a new policy — rather the policy of the 
government which Tami joined. supports and has kept in 


power.

Does it not occur to Susan Bellas 
that one of the major problems to- 
day in Israeli society is that, due to 
the educational policies of previous 
governments, many Israelis grew up 
with only a cursory knowledge of 
their Jewish background, which was 
indeed their personal history. This 
in turn. denuded of its religious 
significance. became simply a 
meaningless confusion. 

From where should our 
nationalism stem. if not from its 
religious and historical sources? 
Zionism did not start with Herzl and 
Ben Gurion {without im any way 
denying their enormous part in its 
recent political past) and the 
socialist cadres of the. kibbutz 
movement were not its only expo- 
nents. If our nationalism is to be 
felt. then it is suggested that the 
only legitimate source for it is one 
stemming from the 20th century 
secular root. If this is the case, then 
the logical implication is particular- 
lv worrying -- that our entire claim 
to a nation in Israel is Founded sole- 
ly on the basis that Herzl et αἱ 
thought it a good idea. This dees not 
strike me as a particularly convinc- 
ing argument and, if this were the 
only reason, then perhaps we should 
quietly fold our tents and go away. 

This dues not of course mean that

.a purely Jewish aspect. Clearly the 


former is of vital importance in the 
educational process. But in order to 
achieve a thorough educational

The Formula he used for 
calculating public capital expen- 
diture was to use official data on ac- 
tual uses and multiply it by the of- 
ficiaf figures on the cost per unit.

1967 has been $t.5 billion ($750 mil- 
fion under Labour governments 
between 1967 and 1973, and $805 
million under the Likud since 1977}. 

No data are available on the 
heavy military capital investment, 
and this often serves the settlement 
more directly than it does the im- 
mediate needs of the army. For ex- 
ample, the wide approach roads 
huilt to serve the settlements of 
Bracha and ΜΒ δεῖ Levona in 
Samuria were financed by the 
Defence Ministry although the 
army has no installations in the 
area. 

As for capital investment. ac- 
cording to Benvenisti’s calculations, 
some $695 million has been spent on 
housing. (12,500 housing units have 
heen built in al) the various kinds of 
settlement.
